In an Easter-style bunny rush 
about 30 library board, Friends 
of the Library, regular volun¬ 
teers and library staff are cull¬ 
ing and sorting piles of books, 
DVDs, magazines, puzzles, and 
games, said community services 
coordinator Melanie Taylor- 
Ridgway. 

They’re getting ready for the 
annual spring Book Sale. 

It begins Tuesday, March 
27 and continues to Saturday, 
March 31 during regular hours 
at the Fonthill branch. 

"We have much more than 
we usually get,” said Taylor- 
Ridgway donated books, collect¬ 
ible books, movies and games. 

The library holds two book 
sales a year, in March and in 
August. From each, it earns 
about $4,000. 

“It’s used for new books, 
materials and programs for the 
library,” she said. 

The staff cull through donated 
books pulling out popular edi¬ 
tions for the library's own 
collection. 

"They also come in handy for 
our book clubs,” she said.

PELHAM — Finally! 

A wave of relief swept 
through council chambers 
Monday night as develop¬ 
ers, town staff and council¬ 
lors reflected on more than 
a decade of tough planning 
and negotiations. 

Councillors sitting in 
general committee recom¬ 
mended the Pelham Official 
Plan and the East Fonthill 
Secondary Plan to council 
for approval after two del¬ 
egations from developers 
praised the documents. 

Approval clears the way 
for subdivision planning to 
begin for the massive east 
Fonthill area. 

Stretching from Regional 
Rd. 20 south along Rice Rd. 
to south of Merritt Rd., it 
could eventually house 5,000 
new residents in a half-dozen 
neighbourhooods, adding to 
the town with a population 
now less than 17,000. 

The official plan, which 
includes the secondary 
plan, will now go to Niagara 
Region and the province for 
their approvals, said acting 
chief administrative officer 
Craig Larmour. As planning 
director, he has guided the 
east Fonthill and official plan 
process since July 2000. 

He expects the region and 
province to return it by the 
end of the year. 

“We should be getting sub¬ 
division plans from develop¬ 
ers through 2013 with the 


first construction beginning 
in 2014,” he said. 

Consultant Ron Palmer of 
The Planning Partnership has 
served as the town’s adviser 
on the project since April 
2001. 

“It has been a tremen¬ 
dous voyage to get here,” he 
said. “We're at the end of the 
beginning.” 

Now the town will receive 
subdivision plans and work 
on site plan agreements. 

Palmer praised council, 
town staff, the develop¬ 
ers and the public for their 
participation. 


Emilio Iovio, speaking for 
Stirling Realty, which owns 
28 hectares of land south of 
Port Robinson Rd. in the east 
Fonthill area, called the sec¬ 
ondary plan a “very workable 

He hoped for speedy 
approval by the region so the 
developers can get on with 
the next stages. 

Stephen Kaiser, speak¬ 
ing for the Fonthill Study 
Consortium, a group of three 
major developers, similarly 
praised the final official plan 
and East Fonthill Secondary 
Plan. 


“I look forward to work¬ 
ing with you as we move 
forward.” 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary 
Accursi said he “wanted to 
pay homage to consultants, 
investors and senior staff” for 
coming up “with a document 
everyone can be proud of." 

He cheered everyone for 
their “stick-with-it-ness." 

Pelham hasn’t had a new 
official plan since 1973. The 
municipality made revisions 
in the 1980s. 

While they worked to put 
this one together, Pelham 
planners were sidetracked 
by changes in provincial and 
regional planning policies. 

It had to be continu¬ 
ally revised as the province 
issued its Provincial Policy 
Statement, then its Greenbelt 
Plan, and then its Growth 
Plan for the Great Golden 


The region stepped in with 
its Regional Policy Plan. 

Meanwhile, the creation of 
the East Fonthill Secondary 
Plan involved dealing with 
flux among the developers. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn 
touched on these continually 
changing demands. 

“Now we have a plan, we 
can work the plan.” 

Ward 3 Coun. John Durley 
called it a positive document: 
“We can go forward with 
something that will preserve 
our small town nature." 

Ward 3 Coun. Peter 
Papp called the process 
a decade-long journey of 
collaboration. 



plan calls for a will be com¬ 
pact community, designed 
for walking and interaction. 

It will support the his¬ 
toric downtown of Fonthill, 
while protecting natural 
features. Development will 
be sensitive to vehicular traf¬ 
fic, cyclists and pedestrians 
and will follow a “logical 
and cost effective phasing of 
development.”

Pelham family helps save sailor

PELHAM - They heard a 
faint whistle from the dark¬ 
ness that surrounded the 
Carnival Victory as she sailed 
through the Caribbean Sea. 

Pelham resident John 
MacPherson was at the bow 
of the cruise ship, looking 
out at the seven-foot waves 
on the choppy sea when he 
heard the sound. He recalled 
another passenger saying it 
was Just a dolphin, but he had 
his doubts. 

“I’ve been around dol¬ 
phins. I thought, ‘That’s no 
dolphin.’ ” 

A moment later he heard 
someone yelling, but even 
then he suspected it was 
just the voice of someone on 
another deck. 

John, his wife Iris and 
their daughter Sarah left 
from San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
at about 10 p.m. March 4, 
along with other members 
of their extended family to 
celebrate the 50th wedding 
anniversary of Iris’ parents 
Leonard and Gloria Mullin. 

It was the first time they’d 
been aboard a cruise ship and 
John and Sarah went for a 
walk around the ship explor¬ 
ing the vessel that would be 
their home for the week. 

John, who works as a 
water operations manager 
for Niagara Region, said 
it was pitch black as he 
looked out over the water 
that night, and the sea "was 
pretty rough and it was 
really windy.” 

At about 11:40 p.m., John 
and Sarah looked down horn 
the bow of the ship to the 
waves below. They watched 
as the white hull of a capsized 
catamaran emerged from 
darkness. 

A man was clinging to it. 

“He was half in the water, 


hanging on to the hull of the 
boat and shouting, ‘Hey! Hey! 
Hey!”’ John said. 

He said the man was so 
close that the curve of the 
ship’s bow obscured the man 
as it passed over him. 

“I saw him for split second, 
and that was it,” he said. 

Sarah, a student at E. L. 
Crossley Secondary School, 


said she couldn’t believe her 
eyes when she saw the man 
in the ocean. 

“I didn’t know what was 
going on. I was in shock,” 
she recalled, adding she had 
a hard time believing that 
something like that could 
happen. 

They ran through the ship 
looking for a crew member 


to warn and found a security 
officer. At first, he said the 
ship’s crew seemed skep¬ 
tical wondering if he’d had 
too much to drink, he said, 
adding that wasn’t the case. 

“I understand their appre¬ 
hension,” John added, but 
when several other passen¬ 
gers also reported seeing the 
man the crew seemed to take 


their claim more seriously. 

The man apparently 
manage to climb aboard his 
capsized vessel, because 
other passengers including 
Daniel and Deb Egan from 
Ham Lake, Minne., reported 
seeing the man sitting on the 
hull of the boat waving at the 
passing ship and yelling for 
help. 


John said the ship’s cam¬ 
era’s also captured the man in 
the water about 30 feet from 
her hull. 

At 12:30 a.m., the ship noti¬ 
fied the U.S. Coast Guard 
about the man and efforts 
began to rescue him. But 
John said his daughter wasn’t 
aware of those efforts. 

"My daughter was pretty 
traumatized by it thinking the 
guy was going to die because 
we weren’t stopping,” he said. 

The next morning, the U.S. 
Coast Guard issued a news 
release saying the man was 
rescued. The unidentified 
man been adrift on the ocean 
for three days after his boat 
capsized while sailing from 
Culebra Island to Fajardo, 
Puerto Rico. 

He was transported to 
a nearby medical facility in 
Santurce, Puerto Rico, to 
receive further medical care 
for possible dehydration and 
exposure to the elements. 

A few days later on March 
7, John, Iris and Sarah each 
received an invitation from 
the Carnival Victory's cap¬ 
tain Carlo Aquilone, inviting 
them to a reception along 
with other passengers that 
reported seeing the capsized 
boat. 

“It was a very nice recep¬ 
tion for us. It lasted about an 
hour or two,” he said. 

Only a handful of pas¬ 
sengers were invited to the 
reception to thank them for 
reporting the man, Iris said. 
Considering that there were 
about 3,500 people onboard 
the ship. Iris said very few 
actually saw him. 

John said knowing they 
helped save the life of a man 
"made my trip that’s for sure." 

“I was flying high for the4 
rest of the week,” he added. 

“It was an honour to play a 
part in helping to save some¬ 
one’s life,” Iris said.

What did they say? 

N o longer will a moving chair 
drown out a pithy remark. 

No longer will spectators turn up their 
hearing aids or bring an ear trumpet 
No longer will town councillors sound 
like they’re debating in a deep well during 
a Cogeco TVbroadcast. 

No longer will a shy speaker be startled 
as councillors, town staff and spectators 
lean toward her to heat 
And no longer will PowerPoint 
presentations overpower a speaker with 
the buzz from his laptop. 

Town council’s general committee 
Monday recommended spending $41,000 
to install a sound system in the council 
chambers. The money will come from a 
grant from a $28,000 Enabling Accessibility 
grant and $13,007 from an approved 
capital project The Human Resources 
Development Corporation supports such 
imhahves to enhance accessibility. 

Treasure Cari Pupo explained in a 
report, the system will not only improve 
the sound in the chambers — with 
microphones for councillors and new 
speakers in the chambers — it will 
increase the flexibility of council coverage. 

Digital recordings of all meetings 
will be streamed on the town’s website. 
They will give residents unable to attend 
access to meetings. It will also create a 
permanent record of council meetings. 
The town will also be able to record all 
special meetings and public hearings not 
recorded by Cogeco. In the future, the 
system could accommodate video and 
audio conferencing. 

Pupo said the system could be installed 
in April between town councils two 
regular meetings. 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi, who said 
he has a hearing problem, called it a great 
addition to the chambers. He praised the 
capability to stream to the town’s website. 

There is, however, no guarantee the 
sound system will improve the quality of

Enforcement or trespassing 


T here was a little controversy 
last week after media 
reported on the “Power of Entry” 
bylaw proposed during our 
committee meeting on March 5. 

You see, Staff brought forward 
a recommendation that the town 
develop a bylaw to make it easier 
for enforcement staff to determine 
compliance with various town 
bylaws like the accessible parking, 
animal control, sign, fence, clean 
yard, noise, and pool bylaws. 

It was recommended that 
for the enforcement of these 
specific instances and for those 
specific bylaws, that town staff be 
authorized to enter onto private 
property. It was intended that in

some cases the need to provide 
notice to a property owner would 
be waived, so that town staff could 
investigate and determine if a 
bylaw infraction occurred. 

Amendments to the Ontario 
Municipal Act in 2006 granted 
towns and cities broader 
enforcement abilities - such as 
the authority to set fines for bylaw 
offences, and an administrative 
power of entry to determine bylaw 


compliance. (Please see sections 
435 to 438 in the Municipal Act.) 

Let’s use a specific example to 
explain the reason for the staff 
recommendation. If the bylaw 
does not specifically use the 
“new” Municipal Act rules, the 
town bylaw enforcement officer 
might not be able to enforce the 
accessible parking rules in front 
of a school, church, the plaza or 
other large retail store because 
they are on private property. 

Now, I use this example 
because those property owners 
do want the town to enforce these 
parking provisions - because 
it is a service to patrons / the 
community. 

However, several councillors 


expressed concern about the 
proposed bylaw. 

Why? Because, what might 
work for the accessible parking 
bylaw, might not work for the sign 
bylaw. Can’t staff wait 24 or 48 
hours to give time for a property 
owner to grant entry so that Staff 
can inspect or measure a sign? 

But, what about the case of 
the animal control bylaw? Could 
there be a situation when public 
safety might be at risk - where a 
pitbull is loose in an unfenced 
yard - and town representatives 
need authority to enter private 
property? 

Given the feedback I have 
received and the discussion we 
had during Committee meeting, 

I wonder whether there needs 
to be specific rules for specific 
situations - instead of the 
more generic bylaw that was 
recommended by staff. 

I am thankful for the feedback 
and I am glad that councillors 
approved my motion to send the 
issue back to staff for more work.

Pelham Distict High School students coming back

From 1928 to 1958 the little 
Town of Fenwick was home 
to the only High School in the 
area — Pelham (Secondary) 
District High School. Students 
came from all over the region 
- Lowbanks, Wainfleet, West 
Lincoln, Thorold, Welland, 
Fonthill, Ridgeville. 

The school had a green¬ 
house, metal, automotive and 
woodworking shops and a 
whole section for commercial 
and business studies where 
typing, shorthand, accounting 


Academic studies which 
included Latin, French, English 
composition and literature, 
algebra, physics, chemistry 
along with many other subjects 
were taught to ready students 
for university or college. There 
were three gyms and sports 
were extremely important 

Basketball, football, track 
and field, volleyball was played 
both in dass and against other 
schools. 

The Tribune Tournament 
was a highlight of the year and 
many went to Welland High to 
cheer for the Pelham Panthers. 

During the mid to late Fifties 
there were more than 1,400 


students in the school. As the 
Baby Boomers began to hit 
high school Pelham High was 
stretched to its limits. 

In 1958 Thorold Fonthill High 
School was built and this took 
the kids from Fonthill, Thorold 
and Welland away. Then in 
1963 E.L. Crossley was ready for 
students and Pelham High was 
left with only a few hundred. 

Dr. E.L. Crossley was the 
supervising principal of all 
three schools. In 1974 the pow- 
ers-that-were decided to dose 
the school even after a valiant 
fight by students, teachers and 
residents of the town to keep 


The school was bought and 
turned into a private school for 
International students. 

A group of former students 
thought it would be a grand 
idea to hold a Reunion. So, in 
1984 the first Pelham Reunion 
was held at the school. 

This was the only Reunion 
there. The owners allowed us to 
have all the gyms, the old part 
and two other classrooms on 
the main floor 

More than 4,000 people 
came and needless to say, it was 
a resounding success. Some 
people had not seen each other 
for 50 years! 

The organizing organizing 


committee thought this would 
be a one time event as the 
school became apartments and 
how could we equal that first 
Reunion. 

But, people kept asking for 
another and we had such a 
good time that we decided to 
hold one every five years. 

From 4,000 people in 1984 to 
350 in 2009: our numbers keep 
falling. Pelham High closed in 
1974 so the youngest person to 
have attended is now in their 
mid fifties. Since we keep loos¬ 
ing “us” we thought it best not 
to wait until 2014 and have one 
this year—three years after the 
last and continue with every 


three years until there are none 
of us left 

So we are looking forward to 
getting together again to share 
our memories of growing up 
together, have a few laughs, cry 
over people we have lost, tell 
some stories, make stuff up and 
generally have fun.

Thorold historian helps 
student with heritage project

PELHAM - Kayla Lascala, 
a Grade 6 student at Holy 
Name Catholic School in 
Welland, was buried in 
research on the War of 1812 
for her heritage fair project. 

Her mother Rhonda 
Lascala had an idea. She 
called a family friend, 
Welland history buff George 
Chipman, who now lives at 
Lookout Ridge Retirement 
Community in Fonthill. 

Chipman suggested 
Kayla come up and talk to a 
neighbour in the complex, 
Thorold’s official historian 
Esther Summers. She is an 
expert on Laura Secord and 
the Battle of Beaverdams, 
which was fought in Thorold. 

On Friday afternoon, 
Kayla, her mother and her 
sister Vanessa chatted with 
Summers and Chipman 
about the War of 1812, the 
battle, Laura Secord and 
Summers’ interest in history. 

Summers, who said she 
was “98 and three-quarters as 
the kids like to say” touched 
on aspects of the batde. 

She outlined the court- 
martial of American Colonel 
Charles Boersder. 

“It because he lost the 
battle” to a native force. 

About 300 Kahnawake and 
100 Six Nations Mohawks 
ambushed about 500 
American troops in what was 
than a beechwood forest. 

The Americans were trying 
to trap British Lieutenant 
James FitzGibbon and his 
harassing party of about 45 
soldiers at DeCew House, 
nowon DeCew Rd. 

Summers also explained 
a defences of Laura Secord’s 
tale about warning the 
British by FitzGibbon. It took 
years before Secord’s walk 
became accepted as a heroic 
Canadian event. 

Summers told Kayla 
that although there is a 
Beaverdams battlefield park 
in Thorold, the battle actually 
took place where the Thorold 
tunnel exits on the eastside 
of the Welland Canal. 

Chipman read a list of 
battles from the War of 1812. 


stretched into 1815 after the 
peace treaty was drawn up at 
the end of December 1814 in 
Ghent, Belgium. 

“There was no telephones, 
telegraph or Internet then,” 
said Summers. “It took weeks 
for the news to reach North 
America.” 

In answer to a ques¬ 
tion from Kayla’s mother, 
Summers said she became 
interested in local history as 
a member of her women’s 
institute. 

Susan Buchan, Baroness 
Tweedsmuir, wife of John 
Buchan, Lord Tweedsmuir, 
then governor-general of 
Canada from 1935 to 1940 
put out a challenge. 


Summers said Lady 
Tweedsmuir urged the 
2,000 women’s institutes 
across Canada to gather 
up local history stories for 
publication. 

The institutes took up the 
challenge. 

Through her role as 
Tweedsmuir History con¬ 
vener for the Decew Falls 
Women’s Institute, Summers 
became engrossed in the his¬ 
tory of Thorold. 

It started with interviews 
and grew into a collection 
of 2,200 books and research 

She has donated them to 
the Mayholme Foundation 
at 525 Ontario St. in St. 
Catharines where they are 
available to researchers, she 


said. 

Chipman, a collector of 
locally produced bottles, 
said he and Summers are 
still looking for a Summers 
milk bottle. They were used 
by the Summers family's 
dairy farm during the Second 
World War. The family con¬ 
tinues to operate the farm on 
Beaverdams Rd. which goes 
back to a 1790s grant. 

Summers says she loved 
looking out on Lake Gibson, 
when she lived there until 
recently. 

Kayla said she found the 
conversation interesting.

New cancer centre brings services to region

She outlined plans for the 
new Walker Family Cancer 
Centre to the Rotary Club of 
Fonthill at meeting in Cafe 
on Main last week. 

“We’re getting close to 
where we want to be,” she 

The new centre, which 
will bring radiation treat¬ 
ment to Niagara, is part of a 
new hospital complex under 
construction on Fourth Ave. 
in St. Catharines. 

Giesbrecht expects to 
move her centre from St. 
Catharines General to the 
new complex next year. 

For 27 years, the cancer 
centre has operated out of 
St. Catharines with branch 
clinics at the Welland and 
Niagara Falls hospitals. 

“Being a regional program 


was one of our strengths,” 
she said. 

The new centre will pro¬ 
vide a wider form of treat¬ 
ment for local patients who 
make 15,000 annual visits. 

Not only will it bring radi¬ 
ation treatments to Niagara, 
which are now done in 
Hamilton, it will provide a 
integrated cancer treatment 
program. 

“Patients will be directed 
to the right people, in the 
right place preferably as 
close to home as possible,” 
she said. 

The new centre is 
designed to lift the spirits of 
patients and their families. 

“Most of us notice all the 
windows," she said hold¬ 
ing ups an artist’s drawing 
of the new hospital with the 
cancer centre on the first 

“It’s important to bring 
light into the facility to 
encourage and help families 
going through this.” 

The wine country relax¬ 
ing colours are used in the 
centre. The ceiling will have 
light panels and designs to 


inspire those laying down to 
go through treatments. 

Giesbrecht said encourag¬ 
ing a positive outlook helps 
the healing process when 
dealing with cancer. 

A $40-million campaign 
is underway to cover the 
capital costs of the Walker 
Family Cancer Centre. 

“We’re close to completing 
it,” she said. "But there are 
ongoing needs not covered 
by government funding.” 

In answer to a question, 
she said promoting preven¬ 
tion of cancer will always be 
a key part of her work. 

In the Niagara, Hamilton 
and Brantford area lung 
cancer is a major problem, 
she said. 

It can be traced back to 
smoking tobacco much 
more than any industrial 

The centre will not only 
step up cancer treatment 
services, it will stress pre¬ 
vention strategies such as 
helping people to stop 
smoking to eat healthy 
and to lead a more active 
lifestyle.

The end of an era 


\I\J ell, she’s gone. 

V V This will be the last story ever 

about the once magnificent maple tree 
in Am’s front yard. 

She bit the dust, so to speak., 

As the poet T.S. Elliot had stated in 
another, bigger context, “Not with a 
bang, but a whimper." 

When Amie and Donna Jean moved in 
here, lo, these 22 and three-quarter years 
ago, there were two big old maples, one 
on each side of the driveway, standing 
like sentinels guarding the entrance to 
a 17th century fort, or like the Ents that 
helped litde Frodo Baggins somehow 
overcome the great and powerful forces 
of evil lurking right on the doorstep of 
‘“Ihe Shire” in the hugely successful book 
and movie series that is Lord of the Rings. 

One of the sentinels was not in good 
health, though - too many batde wounds 
and general wear and tear accumulated 
over the, literally, centuries - probably 
about four of those. 

It is, very occasionally, lightning, but 
usually bad health, aging, fungus and 
creepy-crawly infestation that staggers a 
tree, and then a mighty wind that brings 
it to its knees, lying there to be finished 
off, if in a forest, by more bugs, and if in 
“occupied territory" by the blade of a 

As any Klingon, from Star Trek will tell 
you, “He died with honour - in battle." 

A tree never goes down without a 
fight. 

Well, after something like 400 plus 
years of batde, the first of Am’s Trees 
was already in such bad shape that 
he took it down within a year of his 
arrival — hardly got to know ya. But 
you did end up, at least a small part of 
you, as something more than common 
firewood. There’s a lovely rock garden 
built around what was, 20 years back, 
nothing more than your stump. And 
Donna Jean and Am still see the 
gorgeous bowl crafted from a thin slice of 
die very wood you were made of, pretty 
much every day, that serves as a small 
reminder of you, the tree, and a very big 
memory of their close friend Harv, who 
died several years ago, now. 

Harv did truly beautiftd woodwork. 

Amie thinks about that tree a litde 
and misses it a litde. He thinks about 
his friend almost every day, and he 
misses him the way we all miss our best 
old friends. “A lot” falls way short of 
describing it. 

Twenty years ago, the tree that finally 
succumbed today, direcdy in front of the 
house, was still a beautiftd and powerful 
creature, its expansive branches arching 
out to shade the entire front yard as well 
as the complete width of the roadway 
for a good 50 feet on each side of the 
trunk. She was gradually reduced; first 
in 1992, in a wind storm so strong that 
it uprooted hundreds of local trees, and 
tore this particular one nearly in half, 
with a crack as loud as a shotgun going

off a foot from your ear, one giant limb 
stretched helplessly across the road and 
the rest stubbornly refusing to go down. 

It took 16 more years for the next 
surrender. Seriously wounded the first 
time around, but still sprouting fresh 
branches to replace the missing limbs 
— not stems either, 20-foot long new 
branches - the wind got the better of 
the tree again. A gut wrenching shriek, 
and this time all that remained was one 
graceful arch over the roadway, a half 
dozen still strong branches reaching 
over the yard, and a terribly ripped and 
gouged remainder of the trunk. 

“We might have to put her down,” said 
Donna Jean. 

“I can’t,” Amie replied. 

“Too much sentimental attachment." 

Well, this very morning, Saturday 
March 4,2012, the decision was made 
for him. 

He made a phone call. 

“Brent," he said, "You know how you 
said, 'Whenever you’re ready to take 
the tree down, give me a call. Just the 
branches I can cut up to take home will 
heat my house for a year.’ 

Well, I’m not ready, but the tree is. The 
city crew just finished cutting her up to 
clear the road.” 

“I’ll come to take what I can as soon as 
the wind dies down some,” said the man 
down the street. 

Am didn't even feel the pangs that he 
felt the two previous times as he watched 
his precious old maple being subjected 
to its gradual, inevitable fate. 

This time he knew it was time, past 
time really. 

He did reminisce a litde about the 
hundreds, thousands maybe, of baby 
squirrels who had grown up calling that 
free their home; the tens of thousands 
of birds who had found shelter in those 
branches over all those years; the 
coundess chipmunks who had frolicked 
up and down that trunk. 

He's encouraged by the sapling he’s 
been watching develop for ten years at 
the base of the trunk, hugging right up 
against its mother. 

A hundred years from now, some 
family will be sitting in the shade of that 
sapling, saying: “What a beaudful tree 
this is. I hope it lasts forever.” 

It won’t, of course. Nothing lasts 
forever. But, when the time comes, 
there’ll be another one to take its place, 

That’s the natural cycle. 

But today. 

Bad day to be a squirrel.
